1  1902  Proof  (65)  Original,  uncleaned  Proof  Indian  Cents 
free  from  carbon  spots  are  growing  quite  difficult  to 
locate.  A  perfect  coin  for  type. 

2  1909-S  MS  (65)  Full  original  mint  luster  and  virtually 
free  of  spots,  (see  color  photo) 


LINCOLN  CENT 

3  1909-S  VDB  MS  (65)  A  delicate  mellowing  of  the  mint 
luster  is  the  only  change  this  classic  rarity  has 
undergone  in  the  last  72  years.  For  the  collector  who 
has  been  waiting  for  a  true  gem.  (see  color  photo) 


TWO  CENT  PIECE 

4  1864  MS  (65)  Large  Motto.  Full  red  with  impeccable 
surfaces.  An  ideal  type  coin  which  will  never  need  to 
be  upgraded,  (see  color  photo) 


THREE  CENT  PIECES  (NICKEL) 

5  1877  Proof  (65)  An  attractive,  fully  struck  example  of 
this  proof-only  issue.  With  an  estimated  mintage  of 
900,  this  is  not  only  the  rarest  Three  Cent  Nickel,  but 
one  of  the  rarest  regular  issue  United  States  coins,  (see

7  1886  Proof  (65)  Lightly  toned  with  perfect  surfaces.

THREE  CENT  PIECES  (SILVER) 

8  1861  MS  (65)  Rich  golden  toning  on  virtually  flawless 
surfaces.  Struck  from  dies  rotated  exactly  180°.  An  ex¬

9  1864  MS  (65)  An  extremely  scarce  business  strike  ex¬ 
hibiting  clash  marks  on  the  obverse.

11  1873  Proof  (65)  The  last  year  of  issue  with  a  total  min¬ 
tage  of  only  600  proofs.  Attractive  pastel  golden  toning 
is  slowly  spreading  across  the  mirror  surfaces,  (see  color

12  1873  Proof  (65)  Another  gem  example  of  this  rare  date. 
Deep  blue  and  green  toning  covers  the  fields  with  the 
center  star  remaining  as  a  lightly  frosted  cameo.  A  stun¬

SEATED  LIBERTY  HALF  DIMES 

13  1857  Proof  (65)  Any  proof  coin  minted  prior  to  1859  is 
worthy  of  profound  respect  from  knowledgeable  numis¬ 
matists.  This  original  example  is  among  the  finest 
known  of  this  date  and  denomination.  An  infrequent 
opportunity  for  the  advanced  collector  or  astute  in¬

14  1862  Proof  (65)  Deep,  multicolored  toning  makes  this 
coin  a  numismatic  work  of  an.  Clearly  for  the  advanced 
collector  who  appreciates  the  value  of  an  original  coin, 
allowed  to  naturally  tone  for  over  one  hundred  years, 
(see  color  photo) 

15  1864  MS  (65)  A  stunning  example  with  brilliant  centers 
and  beautiful  toning  about  the  peripheries.  The  frosty 
surfaces  do  not  bear  even  a  hint  of  any  proof  proper¬ 
ties.  A  superior  business  strike  probably  does  not  exist. 
The  rarity  of  the  1864  Half  Dime  as  a  non-proof  has 
become  legendary  during  the  past  decade,  a  period  of 
time  when  numismatic  knowledge  grew  by  tremendous

SHIELD  NICKEL 

16  1881  MS  (65)  The  last  of  the  three  low  mintage 

business  strike  years,  this  exceptional  specimen  does  not 
display  the  common  prooflike  surfaces  normally  found 
on  non-proofs.  For  this  reason,  a  frosty  MS  65  such  as 
this  presents  a  real  opportunity  for  the  collector 
assembling  this  short  and  affordable  set.  (see  color 
photo) 


LIBERTY  NICKELS 

17  1885  Proof  (65)  Along  with  the  1912-S,  the  1885  is 
ranked  as  one  of  the  toughest  Liberty  Nickels  to  ac¬ 
quire  in  Gem  condition.  This  lovely  proof  displays 
light  golden  and  blue  toning  upon  surfaces  which  are 
free  from  both  hairlines  and  carbon  spots,  (see  color 
photo) 

18  1912-D  MS  (65)  Well  struck  for  this  notoriously  poorly 
struck  issue.  While  to  the  novice,  this  1912-D  nickel 
might  appear  somewhat  mushy  and  indistinct,  the 
knowledgeable  collector  will  instantly  appreciate  the 
rarity  of  this  superior  strike,  (see  color  photo) 

19  1912-S  MS  (65)  Like  the  Denver  issue,  the  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  coin  of  1912  also  suffered  from  a  variety  of  ills,  in¬ 
cluding  bagmarks,  carbon  spots,  and  a  poor  strike.  This 
coin  makes  one  wonder  what  all  the  fuss  was  about.

20  1913-D  MS  (65)  Type  One.  Fully  struck  and  essentially 
untoned,  except  for  a  slight  mellowing  of  color. 

21  191 3-S  MS  (65)  Type  One.  Quite  elusive  with  a  full 
strike.  For  the  Buffalo  Nickel  collector  seeking  only  the 
finest  for  his  set.  (see  color  photo) 

22  1915  Proof  (65)  A  matte  proof  Buffalo  Nickel  in  superb 
condition  is  a  delight  to  behold.  The  Buffalo  on  the 
reverse  stands  out  with  a  three  dimensional  effect,  with 
every  bit  of  fur  and  wrinkled  skin  fully  visible.  For  the 
ultimate  type  set,  or  for  pure  appreciation  of  the 
coinage  art.  (see  color  photo) 

23  1925-D  MS  (65)  Virtually  fully  struck,  and  quite  rare  as 
such.  Long  appreciated  as  one  of  the  most  elusive 
members  of  this  challenging  series,  (see  color  photo) 


SEATED  LIBERTY  DIMES 

24  1873  MS  (65)  Arrows  at  Date.  Mostly  brilliant  with 
light  golden  brown  toning  about  the  periphery.  A  col¬ 
lector  assembling  an  MS  65  type  set  should  not  miss 
this  opportunity  to  fill  one  of  the  more  difficult  holes 
with  this  gem.  (see  color  photo) 

25  1881  Proof  (65)  Fully  brilliant  with  lightly  frosted 
devices.  Less  than  one  thousand  minted,  (see  color 
photo) 

26  1883  Proof  (65)  Comments  similar  to  the  1862  Half 
Dime  apply  here.  Only  a  very  few  coins  of  this  vintage 
have  been  allowed  to  remain  in  their  original  pristine 
state.  Deep  original  chestnut  toning,  for  the 
discriminating  numismatist,  (see  color  photo) 

27  1885  MS  (65)  At  the  risk  of  sounding  redundant,  we 
must  again  state  that  originally  toned  silver  coins  are 
unique,  individual  masterpieces.  This  business  strike 
would  be  a  showpiece  in  any  collection.  Again,  for  the 
experienced  collector,  sick  of  looking  at  dipped,  cloudy 
and  lusterless  coins,  (see  color  photo) 

28  1887  Proof  (65)  Deep  multicolored  toning  upon 
unhairlined  surfaces.  An  ideal  type  coin,  (see  color 
photo) 


BARBER  DIMES 

29  1898-S  MS  (65)  A  scarcer  date  for  the  Barber  Dime  col¬ 
lector.  Well  struck  with  lustrous  surfaces,  (see  color 
photo) 

30  1900-0  MS  (65)  The  CDN  Monthly  Summary  said  it 
best  in  March  of  1979:  “The  ultimate  sleeper  date  of 
the  entire  series... probably  the  second  rarest  Barber 
Dime  in  gem  condition.

31  1903  Proof  (65)  Splendid  multicolored  toning  adorns 
this  coin.

32  1914-D  MS  (65)  Intense,  brilliant  luster.  For  the  collec¬ 
tor  who  prefers  untoned  coins,  but  does  not  prefer  dull, 
flat  surfaces.  Looks  to  have  been  plucked  from  the  mid¬ 
dle  of  an  original  roll.  A  blazer,  (see  color  photo) 

33  1916  MS  (65)  A  common  date  in  uncommon  condition. 
Delectable  original  toning  upon  wholly  lustrous  sur¬ 
faces.  Worthy  of  a  substantial  premium  and  the  finest 
type  set.  (see  color  photo) 


MERCURY  DIMES 

34  1916-D  MS  (65)  One  of  the  highlights  of  this  sale,  an 
ANACS  certified  MS  65  1916-D  dime  is  certain  to  at¬ 
tract  the  spirited  bidding  that  it  deserves.  Every 
characteristic  necessary  for  a  full  gem  are  present,  in¬ 
cluding  stria  full  split  bands,  light  original  toning  and 
freedom  from  surface  impairments.  For  the  most 
demanding  colleaor  of  Mercury  Dimes,  (see  color 
photo) 

35  1921-D  MS  (65)  Another  key  Mercury  Dime  destined 
for  a  prestigious  set.  Although  the  bands  are  not  split, 
virtually  every  other  aspea  of  the  coin  is  unimprovable, 
(see  color  photo) 

36  1927-S  MS  (65)  Bright  and  lustrous  with  split  bands. 
One  of  the  nicest  examples  of  this  underrated  date  we 
have  handled. 

37  1928-D  MS  (65)  Considered  nearly  as  difficult  to  obtain 
with  full  split  bands  as  the  ’27-D.  The  price  of  the 
’28-D  still  trails  by  several  hundred  dollars.  This  coin  is 
vibrantly  lustrous  and  attraaive,  and  the  fully  split 
bands  are  evident  to  the  unaided  eye  over  a  foot  away.

LIBERTY  SEATED  QUARTERS 

38  1844  MS  (65)  Early,  no-motto,  Seated  Quarters  are  a 
true  rarity  in  top  grade,  so  the  opportunity  to  acquire  a 
coin  such  as  this  should  not  be  allowed  to  pass  easily. 
Mintages  prior  to  1853  are  all  quite  low,  and  with  the 
meltings  that  occured  after  the  weight  reduaions, 
specimens  such  as  this  are  a  rare  prize,  (see  color  photo) 

39  1858  MS  (65)  If  you’ve  been  looking  for  a  no-questions 
MS  65  no-motto  Seated  Quarter  for  a  type  set,  you  can 
stop  now.  This  coin  is  a  completely  original, 
wondrously  toned  gem.  Absolutely  fully  struck  as  well. 
A  coin  which  should  not  be  missed. 

40  1865-S  MS  (65)  An  extremely  rare  coin  in  Mint  State 
condition,  with  probably  less  than  a  dozen  known.  This 
deeply  toned  specimen  is  no  doubt  one  of  the  finest.  A 
tremendous  opportunity  for  the  astute  collector  or  in¬ 
vestor.  (see  color  photo) 

41  1874-S  MS  (65)  Arrows  at  Date.  A  mark-free,  deeply 
frosted  gem.  While  this  coin  is  untoned,  the  superb 
mint  luster  present  removes  any  suspicion  of  cleaning. 
For  the  absolute  finest  type  set  or  portfolio,  (see  color 
photo) 

42  1875  MS  (65)  Excellent  for  the  type  collector  who 
prefers  untoned  coins. 

43  1877  MS  (65)  We  cannot  remember  recently  seeing  a 
Seated  Quarter  with  luster  and  surfaces  superior  to  this 
piece.  Its  appearance  has  not  changed  in  104  years,  and 
with  a  slightly  stronger  strike  would  be  unquestionably 
the  finest  known.  A  blazer,  worthy  of  a  strong  bid. 

44  1879  MS  (65)  Scarce  in  mint  state  with  a  mintage 
under  14,000.  Shimmering  semiprooflike  fields  and 
lightly  frosted  devices. 

45  1881  Proof  (65)  Breathtaking  cobalt  blue  iridescent  ton¬ 
ing  on  both  obverse  and  reverse.  An  incredible  example 
of  the  type,  and  certainly  one  of  the  finest  remaining 
today,  (see  color  photo) 

46  1883  MS  (65)  With  a  miniscule  mintage  of  under 

1 5,000,  it  is  no  surprise  that  this  coin  is  considered 
scarce  as  a  non-proof.  Deep  blue  and  gold  peripheral 
toning  enhance  the  appearance  of  this  desirable  coin. 

(see  color  photo) 

47  1889  MS  (65)  Another  in  a  string  of  rare  dates,  this 
1889  is  an  original,  lightly  toned  gem.  In  Mint  State 
condition  these  rare  dates  are  only  slightly  more  expen¬ 
sive  than  the  common  dates,  but  are  much  more  dif¬ 
ficult  to  acquire,  (see  color  photo) 

48  1890  MS  (65)  Beautiful  proofiike  surfaces  sprinkled 
with  light  golden  toning.  The  strike  is  sharp,  and  the 
fields  remarkably  free  from  marks. 
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BARBER  QUARTERS 

49  1894-S  MS  (65)  An  essentially  superb,  semiprooflike, 
sharply  struck  specimen  with  attractive  lilac  toning  and 
exuberant,  frosty  mint  luster.  This  must  be  an  oppor¬ 
tune  time  to  purchase  this  vastly  underrated  date, 
especially  with  full  AN  ACS  certification. 

50  1896-S  MS  (65)  Superb!  A  classic  rarity  that  has 
persevered  eight  decades  as  one  of  the  most  desirable 
silver  coins  of  the  entire  Barber  series.  This  fully  struck 
masterpiece  is  lightly  toned  and  completely  natural. 
Another  highlight,  in  case  you  hadn’t  noticed,  (see  color 
photo) 

51  1898-0  MS  (65)  As  experienced  collectors  of  Barber 
Quarters  well  know,  it  is  the  early  New  Orleans  issues 
which  hold  the  greatest  challenge.  This  coin  is  lustrous 
and  virtually  fully  struck.  An  extremely  underrated 
date,  especially  so  in  MS  65.  (see  color  photo) 

52  1908-S  MS  (65)  A  fully  struck  gem  with  attractive 
peripheral  toning  encircling  radiant,  defect-free  sur¬ 
faces.  For  the  most  demanding  collector,  (see  color 
photo) 

53  1909-D  MS  (65)  Although  readily  available  in  Mint 
State  60  and  63,  the  1909-D  Quarter  in  full  strike  MS 
65  is  both  elusive  and  underrated.  This  example  is 
lightly  covered  with  steel  gold  and  blue  toning,  making 
it  one  of  the  more  attractive  Barber  Quarters  in  the 
sale. 

54  1913  MS  (65)  The  rarest  Philadelphia  Mint  Barber 
Quarter  by  a  wide  margin.  The  Red  Book  lists  only  the 
famous  San  Francisco  issues  of  1896,  1901  and  1913 
above  this  coin.  In  gem,  fully  struck  condition,  the 
1913-P  is  certainly  tougher  than  its  present  price  might 
indicate,  (see  color  photo) 

55  1914  MS  (65)  Untoned,  with  full  mint  frost.  Perfect  for 
the  type  collector  searching  for  a  brilliant,  but  in¬ 
disputable  MS  65. 

56  1916-D  MS  (65)  For  the  type  collector  searching  for  an 
originally  toned,  well  struck  MS  65  type  coin,  this  is  it. 
Pale  olive  and  gold  hues  adorn  both  the  obverse  and 
reverse. 


STANDING  LIBERTY  QUARTERS 

57  1917  MS  (65)  Type  One.  Full  head.  What  better  way 
to  appreciate  the  artistic  beauty  of  MacNeil’s  quarter 
than  to  acquire  a  gem  specimen  of  his  original  design. 
Original  rust  colored  toning  covers  the  upper  left  por¬ 
tion  of  the  obverse.  Extremely  appropriate  for  a  superb 
20th  Century  type  set. 

58  1917  MS  (65)  Type  Two.  Full  head.  Like  the 
preceding  piece,  an  original  toned  gem.  For  the  most 
discriminating  type  set. 

59  1918-D  MS  (65)  Full  head.  Yes,  the  three  leaves  in 
Liberty’s  hair  are  distinct.  For  the  specialist,  (see  color 
photo) 

60  1918-S  MS  (65)  The  head  is  rounded,  but  not  full.  Ex¬ 
uberant  luster  on  lightly  toned  surfaces.  Appropriate  for 
a  gem  date  set. 

61  1919-D  MS  (65)  The  head  is  not  struck  well,  but  the 
remainder  of  the  coin  is  sharp  and  quite  frosty.  A  rare 
date  never  the  less. 

62  1923-S  MS  (65)  The  head  is  virtually  full,  with  only  a 
small  flat  spot  visible  along  Liberty’s  hairline.  Light 
gold  and  olive  toning  is  sprinkled  evenly  across  both 
obverse  and  reverse.  An  undeniably  tough  date  in  near¬ 
ly  unimprovable  condition. 

63  1929  MS  (65)  Untoned,  with  a  full  head.  Appropriate 
for  type. 


STANDING  LIBERTY  QUARTERS 

64  1929  MS  (65)  An  even  nicer  example  than  the 
preceding.  The  head  details  are  more  sharply  defined, 
and  the  original  luster  is  beginning  to  mellow  into  a 
rich,  frosty  patina.  For  the  type  collector  intent  on  hav¬ 
ing  the  best. 

65  1930  MS  (65)  Full  head,  full  mint  luster.  Just  like  the 
day  it  was  made. 


LIBERTY  SEATED  HALVES 

66  1875-S  MS  (65)  Light  golden  patina  on  superior  sur¬ 
faces.  Virtually  fully  struck.  An  ideal  With  Motto 
Seated  Half. 

67  1875-CC  MS  (65)  The  Carson  City  Mint  made  halves 
for  less  than  10  years,  and  usually  in  fairly  small  quan¬ 
tities.  The  scarcity  of  an  original  uncleaned  MS  65  Car- 
son  City  half  cannot  be  understated.  Very  light  toning 
upon  satiny  surfaces. 

68  1876  MS  (65)  A  pristine  specimen  that  boasts  an  in¬ 
credible  amount  of  frothy  mint  luster.  This  coin  ap¬ 
pears  exactly  the  same  today  as  it  did  100  years  ago.  A 
gem  of  the  highest  order  for  the  connoisseur. 

69  1877-CC  MS  (65)  Shimmering  semiprooflike  fields  with 
lightly  frosted  devices.  Superb  condition  even  for  a 
common  date.  One  of  the  nicest  1877-CC  halves  we,  or 
anybody  else,  has  ever  handled. 

70  1889  MS  (65)  A  superb,  delicately  toned  piece  with  on¬ 
ly  12,000  minted.  The  reverse  is  graded  MS  67,  and 
borders  on  perfection,  (see  color  photo) 


BARBER  HALVES 

71  1892  MS  (65)  If  you  currently  have  a  Barber  Half  in 
MS  65  on  your  want  list,  and  you  are  looking  only  for 
type,  you’ve  found  it.  This  is  a  brilliant  first-year-of- 
issue  example  of  the  most  elusive  20th  Century  type 
coin. 

72  1900-S  MS  (65)  Very  scarce  and  elusive  in  gem  condi¬ 
tion.  This  extraordinary  piece  has  even  light  steel  blue 
toning  on  both  the  obverse  and  reverse  and  is  fully 
struck.  AN  ACS  grades  the  reverse  MS  67.  (see  color 
photo) 

73  1903-S  MS  (65)  Rare  in  all  uncirculated  grades,  par¬ 
ticularly  MS  65.  Attractive  golden  toning  on  unmarred 
surfaces.  If  you’ve  been  looking  for  a  1903-S  half  wor¬ 
thy  of  a  gem  set,  look  no  further,  (see  color  photo) 

74  1905  MS  (65)  Don’t  be  deceived  by  the  lack  of  a  mint 
mark.  The  1905  Philadelphia  Half  is  not  common  by 
any  means.  In  fact,  we  have  found  that  gems  such  as 
this  are  even  tougher  to  obtain  than  the  1913-1915 
dates.  Light  golden  toning  upon  smooth  satiny  surfaces 
adds  to  this  coins  extraordinary  eye  appeal,  (see  color 
photo)

to  say,  well  struck  with  frosty,  appealing  surfaces.  Now 
if  they  all  only  looked  like  this... 

76  1912-D  MS  (65)  Comments  again  similar  to  the 
preceding  lot.  Well  struck  with  full  original  luster.  Very 
light  golden  hue  evenly  spread  over  blemish-free  sur¬ 
faces. 

77  1912-D  MS  (65)  Fully  brilliant  and  well  struck.  Com¬ 
pletely  original,  as  if  a  bank  roll  was  broken  and  the 
middle  coin  removed.  For  a  gem  type  set. 


BARBER  HALVES 

78  1913-S  MS  (65)  While  not  enjoying  the  renown  of  the 
quarter  of  the  same  date  and  mint,  the  1913-S  half  is 
scarce,  especially  in  gem  condition.  This  coin  has  at¬ 
tractive  original  toning  and  is  fully  struck.  Well  worth 
current  bid  levels  for  the  date. 

79  1914  Proof  (65)  Deep  hues  of  gold,  green  and  violet 
combine  to  create  a  uniquely  toned  piece.  If  you  favor 
vivid  and  beautiful  toning,  this  coin  should  not  be  pass¬ 
ed. 

80  1915-S  MS  (65)  A  slightly  better  date.  Light  scattered 
toning  accents  virtually  flawless  surfaces.  For  the  par¬ 
ticular  collector. 

LIBERTY  WALKING  HALVES 

81  1917-D  MS  (65)  Mintmark  on  Obverse.  Well  struck 
and  lustrous.  An  excellent  example  of  a  variety  which 
lasted  only  two  years. 

82  1938-D  MS  (65)  The  key  to  the  expanded  “short  set,” 
1934  to  1947.  This  lustrous  example  is  untoned  and  is 
an  above  average  strike  for  the  issue.  With  the  populari¬ 
ty  of  the  Walker  Series,  and  a  mintage  of  under  half  a 
million,  it  is  easy  to  see  why  the  1938-D  half  enjoys  the 
fervent  demand  that  it  does. 


MORGAN  DOLLARS 

83  1890-0  MS  (65)  Well  struck,  and  free  from  all  but  the 
most  trivial  bagmarks. 

84  1892-0  MS  (65)  Attractive  toning  on  smooth  satin  sur¬ 
faces.  Not  quite  fully  struck,  but  few  ’92-O’s  are. 


PEACE  DOLLARS 

85  1925-S  MS  (65)  Very  well  struck  for  the  issue  with  an 
almost  total  lack  of  marks.  Should  bring  close  to  two 
thousand  dollars. 

86  1926-D  MS  (65)  Selected  from  an  outstanding  original 
roll.  Brilliant  and  very  attractive. 

87  1927-D  MS  (65)  Fully  struck  with  light  golden  toning 
across  the  obverse.  Free  from  the  heavy  bagmarks 
which  usually  plague  this  issue. 

88  1934  MS  (65)  Somewhat  scarcer  than  the  1935-P,  but 
not  completely  reflected  by  the  price.  This  specimen 
should  realize  close  to  four  figures. 

89  1934-S  MS  (65)  Light  golden  toning  evenly  spread  over 
satin  surfaces.  ANACS  certificate  accompanies,  as  it 
does  all  coins  in  this  sale.  A  rare  opportunity  to  pur¬ 
chase  one  of  the  most  demanded  20th  Century  coins. 

90  1935  MS  (65)  Final  year  of  the  silver  dollar,  in  a  condi¬ 
tion  which  needs  no  apologies.

91  1852  MS  (65)  Fully  struck  and  attractive.  With  the 
wide  price  ranges  between  different  uncirculated  grades 
of  gold,  the  certified  MS  65  gold  coin  possesses  both

92  1889  MS  (65)  A  one  dollar  gold  piece  of  a  quality  any 
collector  would  be  proud  to  own.  One  look  at  this  coin,
